Descripton of Odontoinerus pinetorum Thoms. V (The charac¬ 
teristics of the genus are described in SchmiedeknechPs Opus- 
cula Ichneumonologica, page 1373). 

Black, shallowly punctate, shining. Metanotum completely 
costate; area superomedia confluent with the area, basalis, 
costula emitted from below its centre. Terebra one third longer 
than the body. Nervus areolaris shorter than the length of its 
distance from the nervus secundus recurrens. Xervus disco- 
cubitalis emitting a minute stump from its lower third. Nervulus 
antefurcal, nervus parallelus inferus (intercepted below its 
centre); nervellus (nervus trans^ersus ordinariiis) slightly 
postfurcal. broken below the centre. Eenestrae broadl} discreted. 
Intermediate tibiae of y as if spirally twisted. The a])do- 
minal segment slightly ])unctito-rugulose, the 3'^ and 
transversely aciculate; in y segments 2 to G broader than 
long, becoming gradually shorter, at the apex centrally gla¬ 
brous, the 7^'' segment longer than broad, closely pubescent, 
the P’ and 2 '^ slightly rufesctmt at the apex; in cT the P^ 
segnumt straight and linear, l^egs red, anterior coxae and all 
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the trochanters red, the latter intenningded with black; inter¬ 
mediate and hind coxat^ almost t)lack, hind tibae and tarsi 
dark. Tegnlae and pterostigma nigrescent; radix of wings and 
palpi dull ferrugineons. Length cT 12 nun,, g 14 nun. 

Description of Anilastus Henscheli nov. spec. (Translation of 
the description published in the »Entoniologische llerichten« 
of November 1910, No. 50, 

A?tilaslus IJenscht'U is closely allied to A/iila.^tus (li.scedet},^ 
Schmiedek. Body grayish juibescent. Head narrowed ])osteriorly; 
antennae longer than half the length of the body; eyes slightly 
emarginate internally; face whitish pubescent, (^ostae of the 
metanotum generally distinct, the costnla obsolete or wanting, 
the area superomedia confluent with the petiolar region; speculum 
slightly shilling. Nervus basalis rising almost vertically, 
areola (of the fore wing) jietiohite (in the only ^ specimen 
which I ac‘([uired, the areola is large and almost sessile), nearly 
rhomboidal, receiving the recurrent nervure exactly in the 
centre; nervulus nearly interstitial (in disenh'us the areola 
forms a trapezium, receiving tiie recurrent far liehind the centre. 
Legs slender, the hind ones long in proportion. Abdomen 
strongly compressed, })Ostpetiolus distinctly dilated; terebra a 
little exserted. Body black; antennae totally black; the funiculus 
of some specimens sliglitly rnfescent (in the scapus and 

pedicel 1 us are flavons beneath) ; palpi and mandibles tiavous. 
Bart of the fore wings somewhat clouded, pterostigma dark 
brown ; tegnlae tiavous. Apices of tlie anterior coxae and 
trochanters, femora, tilnae and tarsi of the anterior legs, 
tiavous; apices of the intermediate coxae, bisides the trochan¬ 
ters, tiavous, intermediate femora reddish, intermediate tibiae 
also reddish, but apically infuscate, intermediate tarsi dark; 
the coxae and the basal joint of the trochanters of the hind 
legs are black, the trochantellus tiavous, femora and tibiae 
red, the latter apically dark, hind tarsi fuscous. Tlu' 14^ seg¬ 
ment nigrescent (in dmrden.s with a red margin at the apex). 
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the 2^^ basally nigrescent, the apical half more or less dis¬ 
tinctly transparent ferriigineons, the segments following 
ferrngineous and black. Plica ventralis fuscous (in dlsmlens 
fulvous). Length (> mm. 

AnUastus Henschell differs irom Anilastns dlseedens ^ohmiedek, 
morphologically as regards the ditferently shaped areola of 
the fore wing, which receives the 2‘^ recurrent in the centre 
of its base, further in the entirely black scape of the antennae 
and the markings and colouration of abdomen and legs. The 
last mentioned species is described in Schmiedeknecht’s Opus- 
cula Ichneumonologica, page 1808. 

The above description is made from one g and 9 cTcT, 
which I took in my garden in The Hague in July 1910.
